THE CHRISTMAS RUSH. 


The rush of Christmas present buy- 


ing will now be on in earnest. Unless 
jjeople show some reason and fore- 
thought, there will be the same old jam 
at Christmas time. "While the coming 
of peace will relieve conditions some- 
what, yet help will still be short in 
stores, on the railroads and in express 
offices and post offices, etc. As usual 


greit many: thougfitless-Tpeopte* will 


"-delay buying- what they need until the 
last week.' 
* As a result a large army of people 
will be gieatly overworked. They are 
asked to handle about' five times as 
much material as usual. 
To a great- 


many people habitually 
crowded by, 


working conditions, tins holiday season i 
is the last straw that brings on a break-! 
down. 
j 


It must be exceedingly trying to the j 


owners and employes of retail stores 


- to have the public act in so irrational 


a' manner. Our merchants and clerks 
could perform much better service if 
people would distribute their purchases 
over a wider period. 
- The merchants want the buyer to 


* have time and attention so as to talk 


over purchases with the clerks and be j 


. sure that the goods are adapted to the 


needs of the one who is buying them. 
or the one to whom they are to be 
given. That cannot possibly be done if 
everyone 'rushes into the stores the 
last week,before the holiday. 


Under those conditoins goods have 


to be sold on a "take it or "leave it" 
basis, with 'results satisfactory neither 
to the customer nor the seller. 


So let us this year be more consider- 


ate of the employes of public service 
corporations that handle our material, 
and the people who conduct our stores. 
Karly Christmas buying means better 
service. It will make Christmas season 
f> many people who formerly dreaded 
it for .the -whole year. 


An obseiver of the work of Howard 


Slliott, executive head of the Northern 
3acific 
railroad, speaks of one trait 


:hat 
has 
contributed to his success. 


Before issuing an order, he is apt to con- 
iult carefully the subordinate who is to 
:arry it out 
Frequently after such 


conference, he greatly changes the or- 
der, on suggestions made by his sub- 
ordinates. Some men fail as executives 
because they have too much false pride 
to take the advice of subordinates, and 
too little thoroughness to study details. 


There are many managers _of busi- 


ness concerns who do not know from 
practical experience the details of the 
work they diiect. Some get their jobs 
by personal influence. There is no end 


given of the report from Switzerland 
that entente troops are marching oit 
Kiev, but such a move would be quite 
in line with other events.

too, there has been n natural itesire for 
a place at the peace table which has led 
both to a Hurry of counter revolution 
and to an insistent demand for recog- 
nition. 


Some of the moves In this direction 


are of a decidedly peculiar character, 
such as the declaration by Admiral 
KolchaJv of a Siberian dictatorship. Of 
this episo.de the 
official 
explanation 


given by the Russian ambassador a 
AYashmgton is by no means convincing 
His statement is that on November 1 
a group of three officers without authoi 
ity executed a coup d'etat at Omsk, ai 
resting the members of the coalitioi 
government who represented the Left 
This unlawful act was at once dis 
avowed. Previously the same thing hac 
happened, at least four times, at Vladi 
vostok, Archangel and other seats, o 
counter revolutionary government Bu 
the present case differs in this importan 
respect, that to prevent the recurrence 
of such unfortunate incidents. Admira 
Kolchak, a representative of the ex 
treme Right, was made dictator. 


If conditions in Siberia are somewha' 


mystifying, an even deeper mybterj 
hangs over events in the Ukraine, be 
cause news from there lias been ex 
tremely meager since the German oc 
cupation. By piecing together what lit

l>e heard distinctly 'two miles away.

Bulgarians to attention, and usually 
Jed them to turn their footsteps home- 
ward.
